33, and 34. 

And ’tis further obfervable, that the matter of 
thefe curfes relates to the Breaches of the moral Law, 
of which our Saviour tells us one jot or title fheu'd 
not pafS away ; there being no more doubt that, 
Curfed is he who is guilty of Fornication or Adul- 
tery, who puts a ftumbling Block in the way of the’ 
Blind,who curfes his Father and Mother, &@. under. 
the Gofpel, then that they were’ fo under the Law. 
But ftill the objeétion fays we may not cure our 
Neighbours, no, nor our felves’ neither. Nor is there 
any neceffity that the Amen here fhou’d be interpret- 
ed, So beit'! Since it may as well fignify fo # is, w 
foal! be, or the like, no more than fetting our Seal, that 
God is true, that we believe the Truth and Equity of his 
Judgments ; affirming with our own mouths, as 
the Exhortation expreffes it, that the Cur/e of God 
dae for fuch Vices. - And thus the Reverend Dr.Cum- 
ber, and others, interpret it. But, with fubmiffion, 
there feems to be ftill fomething more in't, a De- 
nunciation, as well as a Declaration, pronounced by the 
Church in the Name and Authority of God, and his 
Son Jefixs, who has given ’em power of binding an 
loofing againft fuch hainous finners, to whofe genera 
Decifons all faithful people there prefent are to ane 
fwer, Amen..
